WASHINCTON. 


The Tariff a Tribulation to Both 
Parties. 


The Oregon Senatorship--Jeannette Inquiry-- 
Y. M. Ge A.--Gossip. 


Special to the Post Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., October 20.—The 
Tariff Commission has concluded its open 
labors, and, having taken advice for three 
months, is now preparing to act uponit. It 
will hear no more suggestions or venture on 
special topics, but wil] devote its time hence- 
forth to the formation of its tariff scheme, 
to be presented to Congress as soon as its 
next session begins. It it pretty evident that 
the Republican leaders intend to put through 
some kind of tariff law at the coming session. 


commission was created that there was little 
probability of a new tariff being adopted in 
the short session, for it is a subject 
productive of a great amount 


of speech-making whenever it comes up, and 
three months is searcely more than enough 
for the tariff alone if we study the desires of 
the average M.C. But the present indica- 
tions point to a Democratic House, or, if not 
so, toa very slim majority for the Republi- 
cans and anti-Bourbons, and the Republicans 
see thatif they are to revise the tariff in 
time to have its effect in 1884 they must do so 
this session. ‘The Senate is pretty sure to be 
Republican,and if they succeed in getting the 
tariff revised before the close of fhe present 
Congress they will, they think, be able to 
prevent the passage of any other bill by the 
next Congress unhless very considerable 
changes are made in the poiitical complexion 
of the Senate. 

__ Those who have given the work of the Tar- 
iff Commission careful study, say 
that its work will be more in the nature of a 
revision of the present tariff than a creation 


'ofanew one, but thatthe result will bea 


considerable reduction in the general rate 
and a reduction of the income from this 
source of fully 10 and perhaps 15 per cent. 
The “advice” which the commission has re- 
ceived has not been of very great value. 
Most of those who appeared before it had 
some special interest to protect, and their 
views were consequently of comparatively 
little value. Yet by massing these and bal- 
ancing them allup the commission will be able 
to get at a fairly intelligent tariff, at least an 
improvement on the presentone. And their 
bill will pass, too. 
THE JEANNETTE INQUIRY. 

The Jeannette inguiry is not being pushed 
with any great amount of zeal. Except the 
statements of Capt. Johnson, that the plans 
of the original Board of Inspection were dis- 
regarded in the repairs to the vessel before 
she started, nothing of importance has been 
elicited. From another quarter, however, 
come some valuable points regarding the 
trip of the Jeannette and Arctic voyages gen- 
erally. Information from Lieut. Rae, who 
was a year or two stationed at Cape Smith, in 
the north of Alaska, uear Port Barrow, shows 
that he 1s of the opinion that a large body of 


| land exists to the north»of Behring: Straits, 


and that a beltef also exists 
among people who have studied that section 
that open water exists north of this land. 
Observations with glasses from Lieut. Rae’s 
station show a mirage in the direction in- 
dicated, whigh northern navigators say is, 
when accompanied by certain conditions 
which there existed, a sure indication of land. 
Lieut. Rae proposes next season to fit out a 
party and send it across to explore this land, 
which he is sure exists there. A great busi- 
ness is done in taking whales in these north- 
ern seas, and the opinions of the old whalers 
there are extremely valuable as regards 
northern voyages. They say, for instance, 
that the Jeannette started much too late in 
the season, and should have been going into 
winter quarters when she left San Francisco, 
and that if she had started at the proper time 
she might have avoided the dreadful ice-pack 
north of Alaska and peruaps made a suc- 
cessful voyage. 
THE OREGON SENATORSHIP. 

The press of this section is complaining 
loudly of the fact . that no reports are 
sent from Oregon as to the Senatorial contest 
there. An occasional telegram is received 
here by parties having friends, but aside from 
this there is little known of the contest. It 
is stated that the editor and proprietor of the 
Portland Oregonian has a monopoly of the 
Associated Press business for the entire 
State, and that he also contruls the sending 
of the dispatches from there, and as the Sen- 
atorial fight does not go on to suit him he al- 
lows nothing to be sent. The latest reports 
received here show that Mitchell had on Sat- 


urday thirty-nine votes, Shattuck 
twenty-nine, and no others more 
than six or eight votes. The 


contest has become an exceedingly bitter 
one, and there seems no prospect of an early 
ending of the -iruggle.

On Sunday, August 6. 1881, a visitor at the meet- 
ing complained to Marshal Buchanan of the .loss 
of a watch to Jake Johuson, a notorious eoléred 
gambler; the Marshal, with: Deputy Harrell, went 
to arrest Johnson, who knocked the deputy down 
and ran. ‘the Marshal opened fire and killed 
him, which so tneensed the negroeq 
that they clamored for revenge, and, seeing a 
white man running through a grove towards the 
deputy’s house, made after him, tore down afenee 
and securing pailings as weapons, made a demand 
of the occupants of the house to surrender.

MECHANICS’ EXCHANGE. 


Quarterly Meeting—Important Sugges- 
tions as to Manual Schools. | 


The fourth quarterly meeting of the Me- 
chanics’ Exchange was held at the hal! of the 
association, No. 108 North Fourth street, at 


noon to-day, Hon. Anthony Ittner being 
inthe chair. Preliminary to the meeting 
Mr. Henry Feuerback addressed the members 
present upon a subject which he said was of 
vital importance toall mechanics. He said: 

“IT think that this exchange ought to memo- 
rialize the next Legislature for the purpose of 
securing an addition to our public schoo! 
system in the shape of one or more 
manual training schools, modeled after the 
school at the Washington Universitv. The 
public-spirited and wealthy citizens who have 
endorsed the Washington University train- 
ing school have done a generous and a noble 
work, but unfortunately the young men who 
attend that school have no intention of be- 
coming mechanics, They study what 
their instructors to ~—_ teaeh 
them, but ; make . no 
practical use of their advantages. Now, a 
manual training school, grafted upon our 
public school system, would be open toa 
number of poor boys, whose parents would 
be glad of the opportunities thus opened to 
their sons, and would be of practical benetit 
in giving us a more intelligent and therefore 
better class of mechanics than we have at 
present.” 

The <p eo remarks were listened to with 
marked attention, and later during the meet- 
ing, a vote of thanks was tendered him by 
the Exchange. :

All their property is 
portable, and is stowed away in variously- 
shaped saddle-bags, which are easily packed 
and unpacked. Their tents consist of pieces 
of cloth, or rather felt, made of camel's hair 
by the women, and thrown over bamboo 


poles. Some of the tents are very pretty, 
especially those of the chiefs, 
which are. interwoven with gold, 
silver, colored wools. silk, etc. 


The majority of them, however, have noth- 
ing to recommend them. The meu's tents are 
open at both sides, but those of the women 
are closed up with rolls of cane, not for 
yrotection from heat or cold, but because a 
sjedouin’s wife’s face must never be seen by 
anybody but her husband. Whenever she 
Jeaves the tent she covers her face with thick 
black musiin.. Thg furniturein the tents 
consists of carpets and little or nothing else. 
On these they sit and sicep. he tents are, 
however, decorated with the saddles of the 
men and litters of the women, the majority 
of which are richly ornamented and of great 
value. A Bedouin will work and steal for 
ears to possess a gold-mounted saddle, 
ridle and stirru ps for these are the criterion 
of a man’s Wealth and position. 

All Bedouins are given to polygamy, the 
poorest of them having five or six wives, 
and although the Koran sanctions seven to 
any Mosiem, some of the Bedouin chiefs 
have twenty and even twenty-five wives. 
The majority of the wives are slaves whom 
their masters marry when they are between 
11 and 14 years of age,"a woman being consid- 
ered old by a Bedouin when she attains the 
age of 29, and very often before that tire. 
‘The Emeers, however, have only one legiti- 
mate wife, although they have a number of 
slaves in theirharems. The Emeer cannot 
marry below his own blood. He therefore 
secks amaiden of high blood belonging to 
some other tribe, and, in order to obtain her 
from her father, he very often has to meas- 
ure lances with other noble Bedouins. The 
Emeer, Mir Tzelleley, of Souakin, slew in 
combat three young Emeers before he could 
claim the danghterof the Emeer Abdel Salih, 
and even then he had to give the father sixty 
fine Arab horses and eighty-five dromedaries. 
The women never do any work whatever, the 
only occupation compatible with the dignity 
of a Bedouin female being the manufacture 


littje. All the domestic work is 
done by slaves, of whom the 0r- 
est Bedouin possesses two at least.

The Indians of Alaska, 
From tLe Cor. of the Portland Oregonian. 

The number of aborigines in Alaska is 
variously estimated from 30,000 to 50,000, 
With regard to those in the interior there is 
very meagre accurate knowledge. The obsta- 
cles in the way of a thorough understanding 
of the nature of this portion of the American 
possessions, and the number and character 
of the natives, are not great, either from the 
cost of outfitting an exploring party, danger 
from the natives orany other terrors incident 
to such an undertaking. In their handiwork, 
especially as exhibited by carvings in wood, 
stone and slate, their ornaments and shar ely 
canoes, they display unlooked tor skill. 
Blanketed natives, with painted or 
hideously besmeared feee, were to be seen. 
From a condition offensive to the nostrils 
aod this seanty mode of dress, there are vari- 
ous stages of approach to cleanliness and a 
civilized styie of clothing; some, indeed, 
makea very presentable appearance. Some- 
times Indians were observed affectionateiy 
fondling theirchildren, and the men often 
carrying their oifspringin their arms with 
oil the apparent pride of their white brethren. 
the women generally do the trading and 
barcanung in disposing of furs and in other 
transactions. When an Indian offers fur for 
fale,and the price has been arranged be- 
tween him and the purchaser, his kloochman, 
or sqaw, can veto the transaction, and has 
to be consuited before the trade becomes 
final. The Indians are neverin a hurry to 
conclude a bargain, those ata distance often 
remaining at a trading post for weeks hold- 
ing out for ai most trifling ed- 
vance on the pres offered. They are shrewd 
traders and the amounts agreed upon for the 
different kinds of furs seem very high to an 
uninitiated on-looker. The purchasers would 
lose monty on the goods if they paid coin. 
The Indian’s shrewdness itself 


manifests 
only in securing the promise of a high price 
They do not want money, but desire articles 
out of the store. Their ignorance of what 
this costs the dealer leaves them a prey to 
the most outrageous tmposition irom the more 
Intelligent but less, honest white tratticker.

From “Siudies in the South” in the October Atlantic. 

Many curious traits appear in the character 
of the negroes under the influence of the new 
conditions of life, or survive as products of 
the old order, not yet outgrown. They have 
sometimes made amusing changes in their 
names, by way of meeting the requirements 
of their new estate of freedom, or as a trib- 
ute to the dignity with which they now feel 
themselves invested. Thus Romeo Jones of 
the old_time now signs his name Romey O. 
Jones; Pericles Smith writes himself down 
Perry Clees Smith; and a boy who was al- 
ways known as Polly’s Jim, having learned 
to read the New Testament, is now Apollos 
James. They still feel great pride in having 
belonged to rich and important families when 
they were slaves. One might almost as well 
give a southern white man the lie as to accuse 
the negro of having been the slave of “low 
down,” or “common” white people. ‘Never 
had nothin’ to do with po’ white folks” is 
the untversal asserveration. 

Two young negroes in one of the larger

REMARKABLE SAND DUNE, 
A Movable Mountain of Pure Sand 
Formed by Nevada Zephyrs. 
From the Reno Gazette. 

In the eastern part of Churchill County, 
near Sand Springs station, on the road from 
Wadsworth to Grantsvilie, and about sixty- 
he former place, Is a sand 
dune, which is remarkable alike for its pe- 
culiar formation and moving propensities. 
As far around as the eye can reach isa vast 
wilderness of greasewood and stunted sage- 


brush, with here and there abrupt 
mountain ridges, or a sharp, rocky 
eak, evidently laced there long 
oo wd the ewihhenl persons left 


their mysterious footprints in the mud, now 
hardened for the annoyance of the State 
Prison inmates, and for no other apparent 
purpose than to deceive the unaccustomed 
traveler as- regards their distance from any 
place he happens to be located. The dune, 
or sand mountain ridge, Which is about four 
tniles in length, and covers probably a mile 
of grease wood jn width, was, perhaps, 
formed by the heavy winds which prevail in 
that section, blowing across these deserts 
through a natural opening in a small range 
of mountains and depositing the small parti- 
cles of sands that were picked upina heap 
where the wind’s course is disturbed and an 
eddy formed. 

In the winole dune, which is from 100 to 400 
feet in height, and contains millions of tons 
of sand, itis impossible to tind a particle 
larger than a pin ahead. Itis so fine that if 
an ordinary barley sack be filled and p.aced 
in a moving wagon, the jolting of the vehicle 
would empty the sack, and yet it has no form 
of dust in it, and is as clean as any sea beach 
sand. ‘The mountain ts so solid as to give it 
a musical sound when trod upon, aud ofien- 
times a bird lighting On it, or a loirge lizard 
running across the bottom, will start a large 
quantity of the sand w sliding, which makes 
a noise resembling the vibration of telegraph 
wires with a Lard wind blowing, but so ‘nuch 
louder that it is often beard ata distance of 
six or seven miles, and it is deafening toa 
person stauding within a short distance of 
the sliding sana. 

A peculiar feature of the dune is that itis 


not stationary, but rolls slowly eastward, the 


wind gathering it up on the west end and car- 
rying it along the ridge until itis deposited 
on the easternend. Mr. Monroe, the well- 
known surveyor, having heard of the ranib- 
ling habits ot this mammoth sand heap, quite 
a numer of vears ago took careful bearings 
on it while sectionizing Government lands in 
that vicinity. Several years later he visited 
the place and found that the dune had moved 
something over a Mile.

The reputable newspaper forbears because it 
is a sacred duty to the public and to the innocent 
that it shall forbear, but by what rule of law or so- 
cial or moral or professional ethics does the law- 
yer attain his warrant for a degree 
of licentiousness that he would be shocked to see 
in the editorial columns of his newspapers? 


The St. Louis Tragedy Again. 
From the Louisville Courier-Journal. 

As might have been expected, there is a consid- 
erable reaction in St. Louis in favor of the unhap- 
py survivor of the recent tragedy in the office of 
the Post-DispaAtcH. Toa cool observer it was 
from the first obvious that no reliance could be 
placed upon the man Clopton.

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MUNCIIPAL REFORM. 


The Ordinances Providing for an 
| Amalgamation of Offices. 


Saving Effected by the Proposed Changes- 
The City Counselor's Plan. 


The ordinances consolidating certain of the 
city departments, which were prepared by 
City Counselor Bell during the recent vaca- 
tion of the Municipal Assembly, have been 
handed over to the special committee of the 
House of Delegates appointed at the last ses- 
sion. The ordinances are five in number, 
and, if adopted, will secure a saving to 
the city government of something 
like $10,000 per annum, besides simplifying the 
working of the municipal machinery. The 
departments in which the most notable re. 
forms will be effected by the retrenchment 
ordinances are the Water and Sewer Depart- 
ments, the Harbor and Park Departments 
and the office of the President of the Board 
ef Public Improvements. The present ordi- 
nance establishing and regulating the Water 
Comunissioner’s otfice is amended 
sO as to consolidate the Water 
and Sewer Commissioners in one official to be 
known as the Water and Sewer Commission- 
er, who is to be appointed by the Mavor, con- 
firmed by the Council and _ is 
exercise the functions now jerformed by the 
Water and Sewer Commissioners. ‘The sal- 
ary of the new commissioner is fixed at 35,000 

yYannum. Under existing ordinances the 

ater Commissioner receives a salary of 
$3,000 and the Sewer Commissioner $2,000, 
The consolidation of the two departments 
will necessarily involve a_ reduction of the 
clerical force now employed in both of them. 
At present the Water Commissioner employs 
three clerks at an aggregate salary of $2,540 
per year, and.the Sewer Commissioner gives 
employment to three clerks whose united sal- 
aries toot up $3,900 per year. Another of the 
new ordinances consolidates the Harbor and 
Park Commissioners’ Departments. The new 
ofticial is to be appointed by the Mayor, con- 
firmed by the Council, and is to perform the 
functions now exercised by the Harbor Com- 
missioner and the Park Commissioner. He 
is to be known as the Park and Harbor and 
Wharf Commissioner, and is to receive $3,000 
per year for his seryices. The present Park 
Commissioner’s salary is $2,000 and the Har- 
bor and Wharf Commissioner is remunerated 
for his services at the same rate. The cler-. 
ical force at present employed by the Park 
Commissioner consists of a Superintendent 
of Parks, a chief clerk and a bookkeeper, 
whose aggregate salaries foot up $3,900 a 
year, and the Harbor and Wharf Commis- 
sioner has on his pay-rollan Assistant Com- 
missioner, a civil engineer and two clerks, 
the total salaries of all whom amounts to 
$4,200 per year. 

Another of the new ordinances provides 
that the Board of Public lmprovements shall 
consist of four members, the President, the 
Street Commissioner, the Water and Sewer 
Commissioner and the Park, rbor and 
Wharf Commissioner. Another bill will be 
recommended fixing the salary of the Presi- 
dent of the Board at $3,500, 
and that he shall give a 
bond of $25,000. The Street Commissioner's 
salary is fixed at $3,000 and he is required te 
give a bond of $20,000, No change is recom- 
mended in the clerical force. 

Another measure proposed is the abolition 
of the official known as the Assistant City 
Counselor. The new ordinance provides for 
the appointment of a City Counselor. Heis 
to have three assistants, one clerk and one 
messenger, whom he shall appoint, subject to 
the approval of the Mayor. The City Counselor 
shall receive a salary of $5,000 pex annum. 
The salaries of his assistants are not fixed 
by the ordinance. His clerk is to receive 
$900 and messenger $300 per annum each. ‘The 
offices of the City Attorney and Assistant 
City Attorney are abolished, and the duties 
pertaining to them transferred to the City 
Counselor, who is to have general control o1 
the department. The City Attorney, under 


existing ordinances, receives a salary of $2,500, 


and the Assistant City Attorney is paid at 

the rate of $1,500.

The gentieman further stated that the Bel- 
gian Government has given orders toall its 
consuls and other foreign agents to collect 
from every part of the world where they may 
be located, samples of such manufactures as 
are most in use there, to ascertain the styles 
and patterns most. esteemed, and to send 
them home to this museum, that the Belg an 
manufacturer may see and know for himself 
how he may more successfully compete for 
this trade. These officers are especially en- 
joined to send home specimens of metallic 
ores, textile matter, and, indeed, all such 
other raw material as may in any way be cap- 
able of being converted into useful products, 
that the genius of the Belgian manufacturers 
may be thus stimulated to a more diversified 
rroduct. In short, the Government proposes 
» make this museum a great industrial edu- 
eator; and from the thorough manner in 
which it has been organized, and the liberal 
and methodical policy by which it will be ad- 
ministered, there is no doubt, the gentieman

AFTER THIRTY-EIGHT YEARS 


Two Brothers Arrange a Meeting in 
this City. ; 

Capt. Fred Hillard, of St. Louis, Cal., re- 
gistered at the Laclede this morning. He 
came to this city to meet his brother, Capt. 
Mose Hillard, formerly proprietor of the La- 
clede and at present one of the 


heaviest stovk dealers in Texas. The broth- 
ers have not seen each other in thirty-eight 
years and are both old men now. Early in 
the forties the brothers started out from their 
Connecticut home to seek their fortunes. 
Capt. Mose came to St. Louis and later went up 
the Missouri River to Boonville. Capt. Fred. 
boarded a whaler. went around the Cape and 
has ever since lived in the West. have 
come East,” said the captain this morning, 
“to see my brother and my old friends and 
then return home. have never 
been in St. Louis before. In ’4, 
l ieft home on a whaler and located 
shortly afterwards at Valparaiso, Chili, 
lana seainan hut haye been retired from 
business for the past twenty-five yoars, liv- 
ing with my wife at St. Louis Abispo, Cali- 
fornia. When l went west there were no 
caravans crossing the plains, and I got there 
just in the beginuing of the _— fever, which 
reached its cilmax in ’49. About 46 I took 
77 emigrants up the coast in a % ton 
schooner. I could not walk two feet on the 
deck at night without stepping on a man. 
There were no American women in what is 
now San Francisco when I first got there. 
The biggest place in the city was a tent, in 
one side of which wasa bar. In the middle 
were twelve or fifteen monte-tables, and 
on each of these there were from $12,000 to 
$15,000 btacked in silver and gold. A Mexi- 
can who was digging a drain at Sacramento 
a short time before this struck gold. This 
was the first of the fever. I had charge of 
five of the first six craft plying on the coast. 
“Did you visit the Sandwich Islands?” 
“Yes, we lowered a boat and went ashore 
after acooper. Then, you know, there were 
but few white men on the islands. I recollect 
seeing the present King Kalakaua at Hono- 
lulu. He was a fast young man then and 
spent his time in friding about and 
loafing and getting drunk in 
saloons. When his father died 
he assumed the cares of state, and has been 
King Bret snes. I suppose he is now about

Closely imitating the pro- 
ceedings they had witnessed at the jail, they 
concluded arrangements, and puiling the 
improvised trap from under him, he shot 
down a distance of a fewinches and dangled 
about much to the merriment of the two 
young executioners, Who stood by laughing.
